AN OVERDOSE OF MORPHINE

'Fhe my stery surrounding the death 
of C. Jeff Gamer, of Black Rock, Ark., 
’^vho died at the White House hotel on 
Friday forenoon, has 
been 
nearly 
cleared up, it being evident from evi­ 
dence furnished by the Sedalia irolice 
and state officers that the y oung man 
committed suicide by taking an over­ 
dose of morphine. 
From the hour the y oung man died, 
the city and state officials, assisted 
by T. J. and James A. Robb, on be­ 
half of the Woodmen of the World, 
have spared no efforts to unravel the 
my stery which surrounded 
CameFs 
death. Every little clue was taken up 
j 
and followed to the end, and as a re -! 
suit only one conclusion 
could 
be 
reached, that Garner took his own 
life with morphine. 
It was at first supposed he had been 
robbed of his gold watch and $8 6.30 
in money , either before or after he 
entered the White House hotel. W'hen 
Garner entered the hotel on Thurs­ 
day night, between 11 and 12 o’clock, 
he was in cheerful spirits and told 
l^andlord Boswell he had been spend­ 
ing the evening with his sweetheart, 
having a good time. 
Three hours later the y oung man 
was discovered in an unconscious con­ 
dition in his room by the proprietor 
of the hotel and Dr. W’’. S. Shirk was 
summoned. 
Dr. E. F. Gresham was 
called in later, but the phy sicians 
were unable to save his life, death 
ending his sufferings at 10:55 a. m. 
The police and state officers 
im­ 
mediately took charge of the case and 
commenced a thorough investigation 
in connection with members of the 
'Woodmen of the World. 
The room 
in which Garner died was thoroughly 
searched for evidence bearing upon 
the case. 
A small manilla envelope containing 
eleven capsules, filled with a white 
powder, w^as found on the floor be­ 
hind the dresser by E. M. Shields, 
clerk of W^oodman camp No. 16, W^. 
O. W. 
Mr. Shields handed the capsules to 
Dr. Gresham and asked him what 
they contained. The doctor looked at 
them and replied, “They look to me 
like they contained q uinine.” 
“Mr. Shields then tossed the little 
envelope of capsules on the dresser 
and no more was thought about them 
until y esterday morning, when Po­ 
liceman Will Boullt went into the 
room in w’hich Garner died. 
Policeman Boullt, who was accom­ 
panied by Policeman Card, picked up 
the little package, and was not satis­ 
fied that the capsules contained q ui­ 
nine. 
The officers took the well-worn 
envelope, on tne outside of which was 
w ritten 
“Capsules,” 
without 
other 
marks of any kind, to W. E. Bard and 
John Dow. 
Both of those druggists, 
after careful tests, 
pronounced 
the 
white powder in the capsules to be 
morphine. 
This clew being finished, it was y et 
undetermined if the package of mor­ 
phine belonged to Gamer, or some 
one else. Each of the capsules in the 
envelope contained three 
and 
one- 
eighths grains, enough to kill a dozen 
men, while the total amount would 
have killed a hundred persons. Every 
drug store in Sedalia was visited and 
none of the druggists or their clerks 
recognized 
CarneFs photOfiTftph, 
or 
had any record of selling morphine to 
a stranger during the past week, the 
aged appearance of the envelope 
co n ­ 
ta in in g the capsules seemingly being 
sufficient evidence that the poison was 
not purchased in Sedalia. 
The 'Woodmen of the World started 
out with the theory that Garner had 
been poisoned and robbed of his mon­ 
ey and watch. T. J. and Jas. A. Robb 
took hold of the case with a vim on 
behalf of the “choppers,” 
and they 
found the watch in Chasnoff’s pawn 
shop on Main stree t Constable James 
Connor showed Alex Chasnoff CarneFs 
photograph, and he recognized it as 
th m likeness of the man who pawned 
the watch on last Tuesday night for 
$3 .00. 
Messrs. Robb took possession of the 
watch and Jam es Renfro identified it 
QM the same watch Caraer wanted to 
trade to him on Tuesday . 
Yesterday 
afternoon a brother of CameF« was 
asked to give a description of 
the 


watch. 
Ho replied: “It was an open- 
faced gold watch, a ‘1 locomotive Spe­ 
cial,’ made by a Chicago firm. 
This 
description fitted ex actly the time­ 
piece found in the pawnshop. 
The relatives of the deceased are 
not willing to positively state that the 
watch belonged to y oung Garner, al­ 
though they admit 
it may 
possibly 
have been the one he carried. 
The finding of Garner’s wateh knock­ 
ed the bottom out of the foul play 
theory , y et it is not known what be­ 
came of the money , which it is sup­ 
posed he had in his possession just 
before he died. 
Garner’s trunk and grip 
are still 
missing, his brothers, assisted by the 
police, being unable to obtain any 
clew to them at either the Missouri

The Pettis county democratic ccn- 
tral committee met at the court house 
y esterday forenoon 
at

Chairman J. M. Baldwin 
presiding, 
with S. M. Hodges at the secretary ’s 
desk. 
Several friends of the respec­ 
tive gubernatorial candidates w'ere al­ 
so present. 
it was decided to hold a primary 
election on Saturday , April 30. for the 
purpose of nominating a candidate 
for governor. All of the gubernatorial 
candidates will have their names plac­ 
ed upon the ticket, and the successful 
one will select his owm delegates to 
the nominating convention. 
It was also ordered that precinct 
primaries be held Saturday , May 28 , 
at 2 o’clock p. m., for the purpose of 
electing delegates to a county conven­ 
tion to be held at the court house 
Tuesday , May 31. At this convention 
delegates will be selected to the state 
delegate, senatorial and judicial con­ 
ventions and a county ticket will be 
nominated.

Another chapter in the “Rat Scorch- 
caae, growing out of the sentenc­ 
ing of Frank Dunton to the peniten­ 
tiary for a term of twenty -eight y ears, 
last .ianuary , for the killing of Emil 
Mey er, a Sedalia raotorman, developed 
y esterday , and this time W. \V. Bolton, 
living tw'o and one-half miles south­ 
west of the city , who was a member 
of the Dunton jury , is the party di­ 
rectly interested. 
To make 
the 
pre.sentation 
more 
clear, it should be stated that tw’o 
other members of the 
Dunton jury 
have already suffered at the hands of 
an incendiary , who is known only as 
“Rat Scorcher,” and whose use of the 
torch, as he has set forth in coinniuni- 
caiions left at the homes of his vic­ 
tims, is to seek revenge for the plac­ 
ing of an ex cessive sentence upon 
Dunton for the murder of his daugh­ 
ter’s betray er, Mey er. 
The first victim of “Rat Scorcher” 
was 
II. Glay Thornton, 
nine mil<‘s 
north of the city , w'ho had a crib and 
8 b0 bushels of corn burned tb*"‘ night 
of F'ebruary 5, last. 
The second victim was T. L. .Vb- 
sber, six miles northeast, who suffered 
the loss of 100 bushels of corn the 
night of March 16, but the blaze was 
ex tinguished 
before 
fun her damage 
had resulted. 
The third victim has not been visit­ 
ed by “Rat Scorcher” and his torch, 
but the fact that be served on the 
jury has resulted in the Phoenix In­ 
surance Co., of Brookly n, N. V., F. F. 
Combs, agent, cancelling a $500 policy 
it carried on his household goods, and 
which w’as taken out a couple of weeks 
before the Dunton trial.
